CLIMBING  ACONCAGUA. 

FiTZGKKAI.n's  Vl':,N'TURK  DE,SCKmF,D, 
Tilt  Lcjiidoli  Daily  Cht'onidc  publishes 
the  following  intercBting  summary  of 
Fit7,gerald's  plucky  undertaking  last 
year  among  the  giants  of  the  Andes, 
The  description  was  given  in  answer  to 
a  convspondent's  questions,  and  it  is 
therefore  less  connected  than  it  will  be 
in  a  written  account  of  the  expedition. 
After  describing  b'itzgerald  and  his 
underlakiiig,  llie  interview  continues  as 
follows  ;

continued  his  level  across  the  continent 
to  I'niita  de  las  Vacas,     He  is  not  only 
an   engineer  of  great  experience,   but  a 
most  ex,ict  and   con.scieiilious  observer, 
and  I  w.is  verv  forluuatc   in   being  able 


a  different  sort  of  work  from  ice  chmb- 
iug.     As  yon  know,   I  myself  did  not 


get  to  the  top  of  Aconcagua,  For  four- 
teen days  and  nights  I  lived  in  a  small 
tent  on  the  side  of  the  mountain,  above 
19,000  feel,  in  intense  cold  and  with  a 
gale  blowing-  To  get  food  and  fuel  np 
to  that  lieight  was  a  very  hard  job, 
and  it  took  two  hours'  work  to  light  a 
fire.  From  there  I  tried  several  times 
to  make  the  ascent,  and  on  one  occasion 
got  within  1,000  feet  of  the  top,  but  my 
stomach,  after  many  misunderstandings, 
finally  struck  work,  and  I  had  to  give 
it  up.  1  iiiiglit  perhaps  have  struggled 
on  when  I  saw  the  top  of  the  mountain 
so  near  to  me  if  I  hail  realized  that  I 
should  not  be  able  to  have  another  iry. 
Happily,  however,  Mr,  A'iue's  splendid 
physiipie  and  courage  were  equal  10  the

«Well,  I  doii'l  care  U>  say  much 
about  that.  My  expedition  was  pub- 
licK-  aimouuced  in  l-higlaud  a  year  before 
I  started,  and  every  detail  of  our  move- 
meuls  w-as  known  lo  all  newspaper 
readers  in  South  .-\iiierica.  The  Ger- 
mans made  their  plans  in  absolute 
seerecv.  only  announcing  them  at  the 
last  moment,  and  then  complained  that 
I  w-as  invading  their  climbing  territory. 
Of  course,  if  I  had  know-n  that  they 
w-ere  planning  to  ascend  .Aconcagua,  I 
should  not  have  gone  to  the  Andes  at 
al!,»

.\concagua  in  great  patches.  Therefore,  ,  one  thing,  when  Vines  was  chml.iug  up 
in  climbing  it,  one  avoids  these,  and  I  Aconcagua,  w-ith  two  young  Swis,s 
has  to  struggle  upward  through  deep :  porters  going  up  the  face  of  the  rock 
masses  of  rotten,  rockv  material,  slip- '  just  ahead  of  hira,  the  top  man  could 
ping  back  two  feet  for  three  feet  one  -  i:ot  get  any  further,  so  the  ,second  man 
steps.  It  is  e.xtremelv  exhausting,  and  :  began  to  dcscen-l.  Then  the  top  man 
occasionally  verv  dangerous,  but  is  quite  |  fell  suddenly  and  struck  the  side  of  one 
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of  the  jagged  pinnacles  of  ice,  called  by 
the  natives  '  peniteiites, '  The  others 
just  managed  to  save  hini  froiu  dashing 
down  the  precipice,  and  if  he  had  fallen 
a  couple  of  feet  furtiier  to  one  side  he 
would  have  been  spitted  on  the  great 
icicle,  and  we  should  have  had  to  de- 
plore one  of  the  most  painful  Alpine 
experiences  on  record.  Some  of  our 
greatest  discomforts  were  caused  by  the 
necessity  to  ford  and  re-ford  the  icy 
mountain  torrents.  Several  times  differ- 
ent members  of  the  party  were  carried 
away  by  these,  but  always  rescued, 
although  we  lost  on  one  occasion  a  fully 
loaded  baggage  mule.  Among  other 
things  he  had  on  his  back  was  the  gun 
case  containing  my  12-bore  Paradox. 
We  recovered  it  later  a  long  way  lower 
down,  after  it  had  been  in  the  water 
and  the  sand  for  six  weeks.  I  took  it 
out,  wiped  the  sand  off,  put  two  car- 
tridges in  it.  and  fired  it,  the  locks  still 
working  perfectly — a  sufficient  testi- 
monial to  the  excellence  of  Holland  and 
Holland's  workmanship. 

itThe  mule  drivers  whom  we  were 
obliged  to  employ  were  often  a  danger- 
ous set  of  men,  and  on  more  than  one 
occasion  they  had  planned  to  do  ns  an 
injury.  In  fact,  one  man  delibsrately 
waylaid  me  one  night  to  murder  me. 
After  one  of  our  rides  two  of  our  hor.ses 
died  simultaneously  on  arrival.  Another 
time  the  horse  I  was  riding  .sank  com- 
pletely through  the  snow,  leaving  me 
standing  on  the  two  edges  with  the  hole 
between  ray  legs  into  which  he  had 
disappeared  Some  of  our  greatest 
anxieties  were  connected  with  Philip 
Gosse,  grandson  of  the  famous  natural- 
ist and  son  of  the  man  of  letters.  He 
worked  devotedly,  made  admirable  col- 
lections of  flora  and  fauna  ;  he  discovered 
one  or  two  quite  new  species  of  each, 
including  a  parasite  hitherto  entirely 
unknown  which  he  discovered  in  the 
heart  of  a  bird  'he  shot,  and  altogether 
was  a  very  valuable  member  of  the  ex- 
pedition. Through  cold  and  exposure 
he  became  ill,  and  we  were  dreadfully 
afraid  he  had  pneumonia.  Snow  blocked 
the  roads,  and  our  only  shelter  for  him 
was  a  little  hut  with  a  leaky  roof, 
through  which  the  drippings  of  the 
melted  snow  fell  in  rivulets  during  the 
day.  We  rigged  up  a  waterproof  cover- 
ing over  his  bed.  and  moved  him  about 
on  the  floor  out  of  the  way  of  the  drip- 
pings. We  got  him  down  all  right  at 
last,  but  it  was  an  anxious  time-  As 
for  Mr.  Vines,  I  cannot  overpraise  his 
work  and  his  devotion.  He  has  his 
reward  in  holding  the  world's  record 
for  mountain  climbiiig." 

«  Did  you  get  many  photographs  ? » 
II  A  thousand  or  so.  We  have  as  yet 
only  developed  a  few  of  tliem,  but  have 
already  a  number  of  admirable  pictures. 
Our  most  interesting  ones  will  be  tho.se 
taken  with  the  new  French  surveying 
camera,  which  turns  round  and  takes  a 
complete  panorama.  This  Mr.  Vines 
was  able  to  work  on  a  magnificent  day 
from  the  very  summit  of  Tupungato, 
thus  getting  upon  a  film  g  feet  long 
wliat  we  hope  will  be  one  of  the  most 
interesting  photographic  records  of  high 
altitude."

NICARAGUAN  DECREE  AS  TO  COF- 
FEE PLANTERS. 

Consul  Wiestke,  of  !\Iaiiiif:;ua,  under  dale  of 
November  29,  1897,  traTismits  a  decree  of  tlie 
Nicaragtian  government,  pubH,shed  November 
28,  which  makes  preferred  creditors  of  persons 
advancing  money  to  coffee  planters  to  move 
their  crops,  Consnl  Wiesike  thinks  the  decree 
will  prove  a  hardship  to  foreigners  wlio  hold 
mortgages  on  the  plantations  and  tend  to 
further  complicate  business  conditions  in  Nica- 
ragua. Following  is  a  translation  of  the  de- 
cree : 

Managua,  November  26,  iSgj. 

Sir.  For  your  information  and  the  con- 
sequences, I  transcribe  for  you  the  following 
decree  : 

The  President  of  the  state,  in  consideration 
of  the  economic  crisis  which  is  afflicting  the 
country  and  has  placed  the  planters  in  a  dif- 
ficult situation,  reducing  many  of  them  even 
to  a  such  an  extreme  that  they  can  not  raise 
the  necessary  funds  togatlier  their  crops  ;  and 
in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  government  to  procure  for  them  the 
means  in  order  that  they  may  not  lose  their 
products,  which  are  of  a  great  benefit  for 
private  as  well  as  public  interests  ;  and  that 
in  order  to  reach  such  result,  it  is  necessary  to 


enconraj^e  capitalists  by  offering  Iheni  better 
guaranties  for  the  funds  they  adviiiioe  with  the 
excliLsive  object  of  moving  the  crops,  in  the 
exercise  of  his  powers  issues  the  following 
decree  : 

Aul'ici.R  I.  The  capitalists  who  assist  tlic 
planters  by  loans  in  advancing  thcTU  t!ie  funds 
strictly  indispens'ible  to  move  tlicir  crops  will 
enjoy  the  following  privileges  ; 

((()' From  the  ])rodnct  of  the  crop  will  have 
to  be  paid,  in  preference  of  any  other  debt, 
the  whole  sum  that  has  been  advanced  to 
move  the  crop,  with  the  interest,  wliich  shall 
not  be  more  than  2  jiercent  iiiontlily,  for  those 
who  wish  to  eiijov  this  preference. 

(/))  Thedebt.>rc;in  n.it  disimse  *.f  his  pro- 
ducts  without  hiivini:  Ursl  |>:iiii  the  nioiiev 
lender,  or  without  hisexjip.-ss.'d  cmisent. 

[r]  In  ca.'jf  nf  coiitraviMitinii  of  the  rlehtor 
regarding  the  iiuM.suri'  laid  down  in  the  abnvc 
paragrii])li,  the  aliL-nntiou  of  the  produL'Ls  in 
whatever  form  il  may  liavc  bjen  made,  will  !>.■ 
void  ;  and  the  money  lender  can  iiroseciile 
theni  under  the  law,  impeaching  third  partii's 
(holders)  as  accessories. 

(cf)  In  case  of  alienation  of  the  pnidncls 
where  the  moni'v  leiider  ha^;  not  been  paid  or 
has  not  eoiisciiti'd,  the  dehlnr  can  tie  prosciMiU 
ed  under  a  charge  of  larceny  at  the  re<|uest  nf 
the  party  iiiLerested.

If  any  holder  of  a  mortgage  be- 
lieves liiinself  to  lif  injured  bv  consid'Ting  the 
sum  advanced  to  move  tlie  cro])  I'Nee.ssive,  he 
cab  appear  befniv  the  civilcoiM-l,  .'^how  j.rnnfl.y 
experts  regulating  the  aniounl,  and  rediieing 
it  to  sueli  a  sum  asisslricllv  necessary  for  the 
moving  of  the  crop  and  the  interest.  l'"roni 
the  decision  of  the  judge,  niav  be  taken  appeal 
tothccourtofappeliaLions,  without  any  further 
recourse. 

AkT.  .1,  The  contracts  for  relief  money,  ad- 
vanced to  move  the  cro]),  nnist  be  made  out 
as  puldic  documents  and  must  bo  recorded  iu 
records  of  real  estate.  The  recorder  will  pnl)- 
lish  these  records  daily  in  the  ffuin'o  Offniol. 

Art.  4.  -Any  pre\io'us  eNisting  law  to  the 
contrary  of  the  present  act  is  licrel)v  abol- 
ished. 

Art.  5.  The  ])reseiit  dei-ree  goes  into  cff.Tl 
with  the  date  nf  its  ]nibliealinn  ;  iiifornntinii 
to  besubinilled  to  Cungress  at  it^next  session.

The  Ama7.onas  Rubber  Estates,  Limited, 
appears  to-day  with  a  capital  of  /_-5ob,ono,  half 
in  ordinary  and  half  in  seven  per  cent,  pre- 
ference shares  of  £1  each.  It  should  be  noted 
in  regard  to  these  preference  shares  that,  in 
addition  to  their  dividend  of  7  per  cent.,  they 
are  entitled  to  25  percent,  of  the  balance  of 
the  net  profits  after  10  per  cent,  has  been  paid 
on  the  ordinary  shares,  and  provision  made,  if 
necessary,  for  a  reserve  fund. 

The  new  company  will  acquire  and  develop 
an  india-ruliber  estate  in  the  municipal  district

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OLDEST  AMERICAN  CITY. 

The  Central  American  explorer, 
George  Hvron  Gordon,  contributes  an 
article  entitled  >'  The  Mysterious  City  ot" 
HontUiras"  to  the  January  Ccnlury. 
This  gives  an  account  of  tlie  recent 
reniarkahle  discoveries  made  at  Copan. 
Mr.  Gnrdnii  says : 

II  Hidtien  away  among  the  mountains 
of  liuudiuas.  in  a  beautiful  valley  which, 
even    in    that    dttle-travcllcd   country, 
where    remoteness    is    a   characteristic 
attribute    of    places,    i.s    unusually   se- 
cluded, Copan   is  one  of   the  greatest 
mysteries  of  the  ages.     After  the  publi- 
cation i.jn  1840)  of  Stephen's  account  of 
his  visit  to  the  ruins,  which  made  them 
known  for  the  first  time  to   the  wurld, 
the   interest  awakened  by   his   grapliic 
description,    and    the     drawings     that 
accomjwnial  it   from  Lhe  .skilful  pencd 
of    Calherwood,     relap.sed  :    and    until 
within  the   last  decade  writers  on   the 
subject  of  American   archceoltigy   were 
dependent  entirely  fur  iid'ormation  con- 
cerning   Copan    upon    the    writhigs   of 
Sti-phens,  which  were  regarded  by  many 
witli    sce|ilicisni    and    mistrust.        Xot 
only  dt>  the  recent  explorations  confirm 
I  tliearconnt  given  by  Stephens  as  regards 
tlie  magnitude   and  importance  of  the 
ruins,  but  the  collection  of  relics  now  in 
tlu'    I'tjabody   Museum    is   sufficient    to 
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remains  of  a  temple  which,   before    our 
excavations  were  begun,  looked  like  a 
huge  pile  of  fragments  bound  together 
by  the  rocHs  of  trees,  while  the  slopes 
of    the    pyramids,  and  the  teuaces  and 
pavements  below,  arc  strewn  with  the 
rums    of    these  superb  edifices.     This 
huge  struclnre,  unlike  the  great   pyra- 
mids of  Hg\-pt  and  other  ancient  works 
of  a  similar  character,  is  not  the  embodi- 
ment of  a  di;fiiiite  idea,  built  in  accord- 
ance witli  a  pie-conceived  plan   and    for 
a   specific    purpose,    but   is  rather    the 
complex    result   of    a    long    proccbS  of 
development,      corresponding     to     the 
growth   of  culture,   and   keeping   pace 
with  the  expanding  tastes  of  the  people 
or  the  demands  of  their  national    life- 
Its  sides  fiice  the  four  cardinal  points  ; 
its  greatest  length  from  north  to  south 
is  about  eight  hundred   feet,   and   from 
east    to    west    it    measured    originally 
nearly    as    much,    but  a  part    of   the 
eastern  side  has  been  carried  away  by 
the   swift   current   of   the   river   which 
flows  directl}'  against  it.     The   interior 
of  the  siructure  is  thus  exposed  in   the 
form  of  a  cliff  120  feet  high,  presenting 
a  complicated   system  of  buried   walls 
and  floors  down  to   the  water's  edge — 
doubtk-.ss  the  remains  of  older  buildings, 
occupied  for  a  time,    and  abandoned  to 
serve  as  foundations  for  more  elaborate 
structures.       Excavations     have      also 
brought  to   light,  beneath  the  founda- 
tions  of   buildings  now  occupying  the 
surface,    not  only   filled  chambers   and 
:  broken   walls   of   older  .sculptures,   but 
I  sculptured    monuments    as   well.     The 
theory  of  development,  though  it  cannot 
be  set  a.siihj.  seems  inadequate  to  explain 
this    curious    circuinslance  ;     and    yet 
there  is  just  enough  difference  between 
these  art  relics  and  those  of  later  date 
to  indic.ne  a  change  in  style  and  treat- 
ment     Whether    or    not    this   change 
continn<_-s    In    regular    sequence    lower 
down  has  not  yet  been  determined.     If, 
as   I   am  inclined  to  believe,    we    shall 
find,  away  down  in  the  lower  levels,  the 
rude  beginnings  from  which  the  culture

are  the  remains  nf  a  city,  unknown   to    of  the  later  period  developed,   we   shall 

have    pretty    conclusive    evidence    not 
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■rv,  as  remarkable  and  as  worthy  of 
our  careful  consideralimi  as  any  nf  tlie 
ancient  centers  of  civilizati(jn  in  the 
(Hd  World.  Whatever  the  origin  of  its 
]ieople,  this  old  city  is  distinctly  Ameri- 
can— the  growth  of  American  soil  and 
environment.  The  gloomy  forests,  the 
abode  of  monkeys  and  jaguars,  which 
L-lothed  the  valley  at  the  time  of 
Stephen's  visit,  was  in  great  part  de- 
stroyed about  tliirty  years  ago  by  a 
colony  fn.mi  CUiatcmala,  who  came  to 
plant  in  the  fertile  soil  uf  the  valley  the 
tobacco  for  which 

the  ruins— that  valley  is  fanmns  through- 
out Central  America  to-day.  They  left ' 
the  trees  that  gr>j\v  upon  the  liigher 
.structures,  fornnng  a  picturestpie  grove, 
a  remnant  of  wdiicli  still  remains — a  few 
cedars  and  ceibas  of  gigantic  pro]M)r- 
tions,  clustered  aliout  the  ruins  of  the 
temples,  shrouding  them  in  a  somber 
shade,  and  sending  their  huge  roots 
into  the  crevices  and  unexplored  cham- 
bers and  vaults  and  giiUeries  of  the  vast 
edifices. 

11  The  area  comiMised  within  the  limits 
of  the  old  city  cou^isu^  of  a  h-vc-l  plain 
seven  or  eight  miles  long  and  two  miles 
wide  at  the  greatest.  This  plain  is 
covered  with  the  remains  of  stone 
jii.mscs,  doubtless  the  habitations  of  the 
wealtliy.  The  streets,  squares  and 
courtyards  were  paved  with  stone,  or 
with  wliite  cement  made  with  lime  and 
powdered  rock-  and  the  drainage  was 
accomplished  by  means  of  covered  canals 
and  underground  sewers  built  of  stone 
and  cement.  On  the  slo^x^s  of  the 
mountains,  too,  are  found  numerous 
ruins  ;  and  even  on  the  highest  peaks 
fallen  columns  and  ruined  structures 
may  be  seen. 

« On  tlie  right  bank  of  the  Copan 
River,  in  the  nndst  of  the  city,  stands 
the  principal  group  of  structures— the 
temples,  palaces  and  buildings  of  a 
public  character.  These  form  part  of 
what   has   been  called,    for   want   of 


only  tliat  Copan  is  the  oldest  of  the 
Maya  cities,  but  that  the  Copati  valley 
itself,  with  the  immediate  vicinity,  was 
the  cradle  of  the  Maya  ci\-ili^ation.')

imprisoned,  forms 
one  of  the  lies  du  Saint,  or  Islands  of 
Safetv,  which  lie  in  the  Atlantic  off  the 
much  more  than  for  1  eoast'of  French  Guiana.  The  group  in- 
'  chides  St.  Jo.-^eph's,  I^a  Mere  and  Royal 
I.->lands,  in  ad<iition  to  that  named  after 
the  ihiiice  of  Darkness,  and  the  whole 
unmber,  in  default  of  any  better  wso.  to 
which  they  are  capable  of  being  jnit, 
have  for  nearly  half  a  century  past  been 
utilised  as  an  outlet  for  the  criminal  pop- 
ulation of  France  and  its  coltniies. 

Parties  of  ])olitical  prisoners  were  des 
patched  thither  long  before  1851,  and 
one  suspects  that  the  islands  derived 
their  collective  name  from  this  circum- 
stance—it was  reasonably  safe  to  assume, 
having  regard  to  their  location,  tlial, 
when  a  political  susixrct  was  once  depos- 
ited there,  or  on  the  contiguous  main- 
land (which  has  a  murderous  climate  \ 
the  state  was  (juite  "safe"  from  him  for 
the  future. 

It  is  only  .since  1S51,  however,  that 
systematic  penal  colonies  have  been  es- 
tablished on  the  lies  du  Saint.  From 
that  year  until  1892  the  convdcts  con- 
sisted entirely  of  Arabs,  Negroes,  and 
Annamese  from  the  French  colonies  in 
Africa  and  Indo-China,  the  criminal 
whites  being  invariably  sent  to  the  other 
French  Botany  Hay  in  New  Caledonia. 
There  have  lieen  an  enormous  number 
of  escapes  from  Noumea  during  recent 
years,  and  about  six  years  ago  it  was 
felt  that  a  tem]X)rary  sojourn  in  a  para* 
'  dise  of  the  Pacific,  with  the  certainty  of 
I  an  unauthori'-ed  return  to  Paris  withiu 
j  two  or  three  \e.irs,  was  not  the  sort  of

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When  it  became  necessary  later  on  to 
find  for  Dreyfus  a  home  from  which 
there  was  absolutely  no  chance  of  es- 
cape, the  authorities  naturally  turned 
to  the  Devil's  Island, the  most  northerly 
and  isolated  of  the  Safety  group.  In- 
nocent or  guilty,  there  he  is  now,  with 
half  a  dozen  of  the  most  desperate  anar- 
chists for  neighbors. 

For  the  colored  convicts  it  has  to  be 
said  that  they  are  fairly  tractable,  and 
work  with  resignation,  if  not  with  plea- 
sure, during  their  time  of  two,  three, 
or  five  years.  But  the  whites  are  a  des- 
perate lot,  and  they  are  constantly  mak- 
ing endeavors  to  escape. 

The  most  sensational  attempt  at  es- 
cape was  that  of  the  assassin  Lupi,  which 
is  detailed  by  M.  Paul  Mimande.  Lupi, 
who  was  stationed  at  the  time  on  Royal 
Island,  had  on  several  occasions  assisted 
at  the  obsequies  of  dead  companions  in 
misery,  and  enjoyed  a  certain  amount 
of  hberty.  He  managed  to  get  some 
nails,  tar,  and  cotton,  and  one  dark 
night  he  got  uito  the  coffin  shed,  chose 
a  large  cofhn,  and  fastened  the  lid,  in 
order  to  turn  it  into  a  deck,  leaving  a 
cockpit  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  crawl 
in.  He  calked  all  the  joints,  made  a 
pair  of  paddlssout  of  two  planks,  and 
without  much  difiiculty  he  reached  the 
water's  edge,  where  he  embarked.  As- 
sisted by  the  tide,  he  paddled  his  se- 
pulchral craft.  Silentl\'  and  slowly  lie 
proceeded, in  the  hope  of  reaching  either 
Venezuela  or  British  Guiana. 

Now,  150  miles  in  a  coffin  does  not 
con-stitnte  a  very  tempting  enterprise, 
but  Lupi  was  full  of  confidence,  Per- 
haps, he  remembered  that  Victor  Hugo 
had  said,  « Rien  n'cst  plus  intrepidc 
qu'un  forfat »  ;  at  any  rate,  he  had  the 
spirit.  At  the  penitcnciary  it  was  soon 
discovered  that  he  was  missing.  No 
boat  had  been  taken  away.  The  boats 
are  usually  well  guarded,  and  nobody 
ever  dreamed  for  a  moment  thataiiy  nmn 
would  go  to  sea  in  a  coffin.  It  was 
thought  that  he  had  either  connnitted 
suicide  or  concealed  himself  somewhere 
near  by,  Fortunately, or  unfortunately, 
for  Lupi,  the  steamer  Abeille,  returning 
from  tlie  Antilles,  off  Paramaribo,  came 
close  to  him  three  days  after  his  escape. 

The  captain  noticed  in  the  water  an 
object  tliat  looked  like  apiece  of  wreck- 
age, around  which  a  flock  of  seagulls 
were  circling  and  screaming.  He  steer- 
ed in  the  direction  of  the  object. 
As  he  came  close  to  it  his  curiosity  was 
increased.  Tlie  tiling  which  at  first  he 
took  to  be  a  piece  of  wreckage  turned 
out  to  be  a  coffin,  and  in  addition  to  its 
noisy  winged  escort,  it  was  accompanied 
by  two  guards  that  travelled  on  either 
side  of  it.  These  two  guards  were  enor- 
mous sharks,  whose  great  dorsal  fins 
from  time  to  time  seemed  to  touch  the 
sides  of  the  box.  He  ordered  a  boat  to 
be  launched  and  manned.  The  men  in 
the  boat  looked  into  the  box,  and  to 
their  astonishment  found  a  man  in  a 
half  drowned  condition.  They  hauled 
him  into  the  boat,  and  took  him  on 
board  the  vessel,  and  later  on  handed 
him  over  to  the  authorities.  As  a  rule 
the  latter  are  not  quite  .so  ready  to  re- 
claim convicts  who  find  their  way  into 
Briti.sh  Guiana  as  the  English  officials 
desire,  and  frequently  enough  the  latter 
have  done  much  more  than  the  Frencli

Minister  Looini.s  .sends  from  Caracas,  in  a 
dispatch  daterl  December  r,  1S97,  a  copy  of  a 
contract  between  the  government  and  Ve'iie/.u- 
elan  citi/ens,  aiithorizin;!^  the  foriitation  of  a 
company  to  construct  and  operate  bonded  ware- 
houses in  Caracas  and  otlier  porLs,  The 
principal  points  of  the  contract  are  the  follow- 
in  f^  : 

The  warehouse  company  shall  receive  mer- 
chandise intended  for  import  or  export,  pay 
custom-house  duties,  cartage,  etc.  The  own- 
era  of  the  goods  shall  pay  these  expenses  onlv 
when  the  merchandise  is  removed.  Owners  of 
dry  goods,  such  as  cloth,  ironware,  and  hard 
ware,  .shall  pay  to  the  company  no  more  than 
9  per  cent  on  the  total  amount  paid  for  duties, 
cartage,  etc.  The  owners  of  provision  stores 
shall  pay  10  per  cent  per  year.  The  charge 
for  depot  duties  shall  be  5  bolivars  (96  cents) 
per  monlh  for  every  1,000  kilograms  (2,204.6 
poundsl  deposited  in  the  ventilated  warehouses 
and  10  bolivars  (f  1 .93)  for  every  i  ,000  kilograms 


deposited  in  the  hermetically  sealed  ware- 
houses.

The  steady  increa.se  hi  the  number 
of  yellow  fever  eases  in  thi.s  city, 
togetiier  with  the  malignant  character 
of  the  disease  this  year,  deserves  .serious 
consideration,  It  is  of  course  a  repeti- 
tion of  what  we  have  had  again  and 
again,  and  which  from  present  indica- 
tions we  are  likely  to  have  still  many 
times  again  in  the  future.  It  is  neces- 
.sary,  however,  to  keep  the  .subject  fresh 
in  mind,  and  to  improve  everv  oppor- 
tunity to  fix  the  responsibility.  '  \\'e  are 
living  under  a  government  which  exerts 
authority  over  all  matters  directly  or 
remotely  affecting  public  bealth.  'The 
importation  of  frxxl  and  clothing,  the 
production  of    the  same,    the    market 


regulations,  the  cleaning  of  the  streets, 
the  water   supply,  the  pavements  and 

their  repair,  the  observance  of  sanitary 
rules,  the  control  of  infections  diseases, 
and  the  sanitary  inspection  of  the  city 
by  districts,  are  all  under  official  control. 
If  an  epidemic  t)reaks  out,  then  the 
authorities  nuist  a.ssiinie  the  respon- 
sibility, And  when  we  encounter  a 
situation  such  as  we  have  at  present, 
that  rcs]5onsibility  is  a  very  serious  one. 
When  we  find  that  over  two-thii'ds  of 
the  revenues  of  tlie  nntnicipalit;'  are 
ex])ended  in  oflicial  salaries,  gratifica- 
tions and  fees,  and  liiat  a  large  part  of 
the  remaining  third  is  pledged  as  inte- 
rest on  del>ts  contracted  by  these  same 
parasitic  oflicials,  it  becomes  a  duty  to 
inform  them  of  what  they  are  doing. 
Otir  dirty  shabby  streets  are  becoiniug 
dirtier  and  shabbier,  the  water  front  is 
daily  growing  more  dangerous,  our 
\vater  su])ply  is  rapidly  hcciimiiig  iiisuffi- 
eieiit  t)ecanse  of  bad  distribution,  and 
our  tlistrict  sanitary  inspection  has  long 
been  a  pitiful  farce.  Under  stich  cir- 
cumslaiiccs,  an  epidemic  is  nothing  less 
than  indiscriininate  assassination,  and 
these  officials  are  tlie  assassins.  We  pay 
lumdreds  of  contos  to  men  whose  duty 
it  is  to  keep  thecity  clean  and  healthful, 
and  they  do  ab.solutely  nothing  to  earn 
the  money,  We  have  been  told  of 
sanitary  inspectors  who  never  go  near 
their  districts,  and  who  do  ab.solutely 
nothing  to  ward  off  ejildemics,  And  we 
daily  hear  of  sanitary  officials  who.se 
sole  idea  of  duty  is  to  interfere  with 
tho.se  who  are  trying  to  combat  disease, 
and  to  draft  vexatious,  red-ta]ie  regula- 
tions to  govern  petty  details  of  cmidtict. 
And  some  of  these  regulations  are  so 
crttel  and  so  unnecessary  that  one  is  led 
to  wonder  whether  their  authors  are 
sane,  or  stark,  staring  mad.  This  \-ear 
we  have  been  encouraged  to  feel  that 
wc  should  escapL-  a  fever  epidemic,  for 
the  city  has  been  exceptionally  licalthy 
and  the  season  has  been  most  favorable:. 
The  present  month,  however,  has  dis- 
sipated these  expectations,  for  the  con- 
tinued heat  and  drouth  has  dc\'eloped 
a  bad  ty])e  of  the  fever,  which  is  now 
beginning  to  assume  threatening  pro- 
portions. And  it  ma\'  now  be  noticed, 
perhaps,  that  our  hot  dusty  streets  have 
not  been  watered  the  whole  sunimcr, 
and  nothing  wliatever  has  been  done  to 
clean,se  those  streets  and  localities  whose 
sanitary  condition  is  always  a  .source  of 
anxiety.  There  has  been  money  enough 
for  idle,  intriguing  municipal  employes, 
and  but  little  for  broken  .streets,  'and 
nothing  for  foul,  stinking  water-froiit.s. 
It  is  time  that  the  people. -should  demand 
some  explanation  for  such  niisgovern- 
ment,  for  it  endangers  their  lives. 
Cleanly  surroundings,  decent  ha'iila- 
tions,  a  good  water  su])])ly  and  w'loli,- 
some  food,  areessenli;il  io]iublJe  builtli. 
and  the  people  .should  insist  on  liaviiig 
them. 


incentive  to  licentiousness  and  can  not 
fail  to  somewhat  reduce  the  criminal 
aggregates.  If  anything  can  be  substi- 
tuted whicli  will  give  the  people  amu.se- 
mcnt  without  the  iminoral  and  criminal 
excesses  of  carnival,  then  let  us  liave  it  ; 
but  at  any  rate  let  us  have  an  q\\i\  of 
the  stupid,  noisy  and  riotous  demon- 
strations which  characterize  these  ihree 
da\'s  of  senseless  festivity  and  riut. 


From  the  comments  made  by  many 
ofour  exchanges  in  regard  to  carnival, 
it  is  evident  that  the  time  has  arrived 
when  this  puerile  eelebraijon  ean  be 
finally  abohshed.  It  has  never  repiv- 
.sented  anything  worthy  of  commeniora- 
tion.  It  is  nothing  but  a  relic  of  jKigan 
customs,  a  jieriod  of  licence  and  licen- 
tiousness. There  have  been  anuising 
and  interesting  customs  connected  with 
it,  but  here  in  Rio  these  have  quite 
pa.ssed  away,  and  nothing  remains  but 
the  crudest  and  mo.st  puerile  amnse- 
tnents.  In  Argentina,  the  festivity  is 
characterized  by  crimina!  assiinlts'  of 
every  description  —  the  lowest  classes 
and  the  ungovernable  elements  in  the 
better  classes  milking  use  of  the  day 
for  savage  assaults  and  debauchery.  In 
the  interests  of  morality  it  is  full  time 
these  scenes  should  be  rigorously  sup- 
pressed. No  one  would  object  to  a 
festivity,  silly  and  n.soless  tliough  it 
might  be,  which  contributed  to  healtiiy 
popular  amusement,  but  when  the 
festivity  is  used  for  the  display  of  the 
lowest  and  most  .savage  passions  alone, 
it  deserves  no  furtlicr  con.sideration.  It 
may  he  that  the  suppression  of  carnival 
will  not  be  in  it.sclf  a  restraining  in- 
fluence upon  the  savage  passions  of  men 
and  women,   but  it  will  be  removing  an 


On  the  i5Ch  ult.  Lord  William  Nevil, 
a  .sou  of  Lord  Aberga\-ciin\-,  ^\■as  ar- 
raigned at  the  Old  Hailey,  T,oiuloii.  on 
a  charge  of  fraud  and  foiger\-.  The 
first  named  olTence  consisted  of  oblain- 
ing  the  signnture  of  a  soft-lie:ided  \'oung 
gtiardsman  to  \-ariiins  bills,  ainouiiling 
in  all  l(T  fii.itnn,  whirl]  be  then  nego- 
tiated with  a  well  known  ilKUieN'-lender. 
The  modus  operandi  was  that  of  in- 
ducing the  guardsman,  a  Mr.  SjK'iulcr 
Clay,  lo  sign  a  p,'ipir  ilirough  a  hole  cut 
ilia  piece  of  blotting  paper.  On  trial 
he  plead  guilty  to  the  fraud,  but  denied 
the  charge  of  bugery,  wliich  was  wjib- 
drnwn.  He  was  {\\:'\\  seiUen^-ed  In  ri\-e 
years  penal  ser\-ilitde  for  llie  first  crime, 
the  justice  slating  that  his  posilion  and 
family  made  his  resM-msDiiliu'  nil  the 
greater.  There  were  no  exlenualing 
circumstances  and  the  niaxiimnn  peiially 
was  accordiiigl>'  imjjosed,  With  the 
personal  features  nf  the  ca~;c  we  lia\'e 
nothing  further  to  do.  The  iin|iaiiialit_v 
of  the  sentence,  however,  is  worllu-  of 
comment,  for  it  shows  that  penalties  in 
England  are  as  much  for  the  rich  and 
titled  as  for  the  poor  and  friendless. 
Here  in  South  America  the  ]ienahies  of 
tlie  law  rarel\-  reach  those  who  haw 
money  and  influence,  b'or  their  eniiies 
there  are  always  extenuating  circum- 
stances. It  is  either  fell  ihat  their 
finer  feelings  would  be  outraged  by  the 
inniction  of  a  iK'ualty.  or  libit  their 
families  would  snifer,  oi-  that  the  sus 
CL'ptibilities  of  llie  wlmle  eomminiity 
would  be  wounded  b>'  such  a  speclaele. 
It  is  a  common  occurrence,  liierefore. 
for  the  rich  and  iuflu.-iitial  to  escape  all 
respon.sibilily  for  their  crimes.  They 
commit  murder,  fraud,  roliliery,  every 
crime  on  the  calendar,  and  justice  is 
blind  lo  their  olTeuce.s.  If  they  hold 
responsible  offices,  ihe\'  enin\'  iininiini- 
ties  from  arrest  and  trial  :  if  tliev  belong 
lo  a  privileged  class,  they  are  cxem|d 
from  the  arrest  and  imprisonment  nieted 
out  to  others  1  if  tbcy  are  rich  or  belong 
to  influential  families,  they  arc  spiu'ed 
the  indignities  of  ]in),secution  and 
]nniishmenl ;  and  if  they  liappcn  to  still 
l)e  within  those  years  where  discretion 
and  experience  -xw  wanting,  if  they 
belong  to  siinie  influential  selb^nl,  tliL-ir 
olleiice-.  are  promptly  condoiu-d.  And 
yet,  tb  jugli  justice  may  lie  slow  and 
sometiaies  very  uuccrlain.  the  olTenders 
from  the  humbler  cla.sses,  if  without 
protection,  are  subjecLed  to  iniprison- 
meiit  and  har.sh  treatment.  In  no  other 
country  arc  wealth  and  titles  more 
honored  and  fostered  than  in  bjigland, 
and  in  no  oilier  counlrv  is  jusiiee  more 
impartial.  It  is  not  the  hr>t  lime  that 
a  member  of  s  >me  illustrious  tilled 
Family  has  neeujiied  tiie  prisoner's  dock, 
nor  is  it  the  first  lime  that  the  peualiv 
t>f  the  law  has  been  iniiio.sed  on  sucli 
offenders.  If  Hiis  example  could  be 
emulated  here  in  .SotUh  .-Xmerici,  Iherv 
would  he  more  .security  for  life  and 
property  and  more  respect    for  llie   law.

Tlie  hotel  had  about 
60  guests,  nearly  all  of  wboiii  left  when  the 
case  was  deckred  to  be  yellow  fever. 

—  Vice-President  elect  Rosa  e  Silva  left  for 
Europe  on  Wednesday  last  on  the  steamer 
Clvclc.
